to lazily stir the lings over the capitol, 
some of which were raised for the first 
lime since the adjournment of congress 
nine months ago.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2— The opening 


of -the'.first session of the fifty-seventh 
congress at noon today drew to the cap*, 
itol a great throng of. spectators eager 
to witness the scenes of animation which 
mark the annual re-assembling o'i the 
national law making bodies. .Although 
the actual work of the.two houses was 
not to begin until 12 o'clock the historic 
old structure—now re-furnished from end 
to end until it shone with marble, gilt 
and rich decorations—was astir long be- 
fore that hour. It was an ideal day to 
bring out the public, sunny and warm 
with just enough breeze from the south, 
to lazily stir the flags over the capitol, 
some of which were raised for the first 
time since the adjournment of congress 
nine months ago.

EXPERTS DIETER. 


A somewhat singular 
difference of 


opinion prevails between the European 
weather experts of France and Switzer- 
land. These latter co-operated with by 
their governments, have agreed that 
hail storms can be dissipated by the dis- 
charge of cannon. Figures have been 
given tending to establish tho truth of 
this in sundry papers and magazines and 
it would seem the truth of the 
state- 


ment 1ms been 
fully established. The. 


governments of France and Switzerland 
in the great districts have established a 
system which upon the 
appearance of 


threatening storms, cannon can be dis- 
charged at a large number of points and 
it is officially declared that the grape 
crops have been more than once, saved. 


But our weather service perhaps, looks 


at things closer than do these supersti- 
tious European weather savants and pos- 
itively officially declare cannonading can 
neither produce rain nor can it prevent 
hail clouds from hailing when so minded. 
Professor Moore, of the weather bureau 
says on this much agitated subject: 


"We have only to remember the ex- 


perience of our own country a few years 
ago with the rainmakers and how firm 
was the belief of thousands of people in 
the sub-arid and arid regions of the 
West that the use of powerful explos- 
ives would produce rainfall. 
Thousands 


of dollars were expended in these expev- 
iments before the absurdity of the claim 
was demonstrated. It is a fact worthy 
of remark that, the hail shooters . arc 
now using practically the same methods 
to' dissipate the clouds that 
the, rain- 


makers used to produce them. Time 
and experiment probably will demon- 
strate 
that 
hail 'prevention by such 


means is as impracticable as rain pro- 
duciion. 
> 
' 


After 
examining all that has been 


published during the last two years on 
the. subjects of hail prevention, I have 
to repeat tho 
opinion heretofore ex- 


pressed that we Jiavc here to do with 'a 
popular delusion and that efforts should 
be made to prevent its spread in this 
country. The,great processes going on 
in the atmosphere art1 conducted on too 
large a scale for any man or any nation 
to attempt to control them."

THE 3VOXVOTF.RS. 


An analysis of the figures of.the cen- 


sus bureau showing the voting popula- 
tion of. the United States was 21,329,310 
discloses that after allowing for various 
reasons many thousands 
who do not 


vote for the best of reasons 
there are 


between four or five millions of voters 
who do not vote just because they do 
not want to. 


Comments are coming in upon the 


large disproportion between votera and 
votes, but the fact remains a third of 
American voters do not take the trouble 
to vote. A Chicago paper, commenting 
upon this state of affairs, says: 


"The voting population of the terri- 


tories, which do not participate in a 
presidential election, is not over 200.000. 
So it appears that only about a two- 
thirds vote was cast. Only 
14,000,000 


out of 21,000.000 
voters went to the 


polls, leaving 7,000,000 nonvoters among 
the population of voting age. 
The sup- 


pressed colored- vote at the South may 
amount to 1,500,000 or 2,000,000—prob- 
ably not as much as the larger number. 
Allowance is. also to be made for 
nn- 


naturalized aliens and the Chinese over 
21 years ok!. But with all. these .deduc- 
tions it is evident that 4,000,000 or 
•5,000,000 citizens of the United States of 
voting age and qualified by law do not 
go to the polls. 


"It would not do to say that we 


should have o compulsory ballot law tc 
drag these nonvoters to the ballot box. 
From a law compelling men to vote 
whether they wanted to vote or not it 
would be only a step to a law directing 
them how they should vote. A man 
who does not vote—who does not care 
enough about the country to take a 
part in the elections—is not a good citi- 
zen. 
He cannot be made a good citizen 


bv law."

Such is the relative unimportance of 


our shipping interests in statistics as 
compared with foreign 
nations.' that 


our 
own commissioner of navigation 


says our tleet of oceitn steamers in the 
foreign trade 
is so small that it is not 


worth while to compare it with these 
countries. But our fleets 
are increas- 


ing steadily and this same commissioner 
says that American tonnage has now at- 
tained about the same figures as in 18(51. 
The figures show that our 
tonnage is 


now about 3,023,201 in wooden vessels 
and 
1,801,017 in iron and steel, 
but 


when it • is considered that England 
alone in IDOO constructed and 
launched 


1.440,000 tonnage hi steel vessels, 
this 


country will need to take on a much 
faster gait if it ever intends capturing 
more than S.2 per cent of the ocean car- 
rying trade of our own country. It, is 
true our tonnnge in the aggregate- is 
considerable, ranking second nmong the

NEW JERSEY'S PVHE 
FOOD I,.\\VS. 


The stats of Xow Jersey lias put in 


force probably the most stringent pure 
food law of n,ny state, in the Union and 
its enforcement'will be undertaken 
by 


the state board 
of health 
operating 


through a chief inspector, aided by a 
swarm of deputies everywhere around in 
the state. Under this mw all food arti- 
cles, that is articles of human foods, will 
under tho law have to be first analyzed 
and tested, this taking in canned goods, 
The law covers 
sill 
fond articles and 


manufacture 
within the. limits of the 


state will be. no 
protection. This in- 


spection will be made from time to time 
and deterioration or impurities,, noticed 
will-banish the food articles from sale. 


This is a drastic law and one might 


suppose here is a pure food at hist, 'hut 
it is very safe to predict it will not be 
enforced any further than to produce 
comforta-hlft salaries "for another swarm

everything .that Influences in-any way 
th£iiunctians of an animal, the ^work- 
In'M of any organ or, any sej of or- 
gafjfe.. Under that head, ?TOU>|^f,«^w" 
wi§' have ;to inclwde breetling^ ^^f|j»r- 
injj';aiid feeding- and /genera^SjJtabJe 
nut'nagcment and.eare, and,-in^^^^liift 
sufrject of cow! health includes the 
wh'dle : subject of animal husbandry. 
It is manifestly .useless to attempt to 
cover more than a small corner of this 
great field, so I.shall confine my re- 
marks to stnbles and stable conditions 
nnd the influence of those conditions 
upon the health of the cow, and I be- 
lieve that of all,the things bearing up- 
on the health'-of'.the stabled cow light 
Is the most important. But it is very 
difficult to select. There are so many 
things that are of high Importance, 
though if we weigh them carefully we* 
will find that light Is fully as Impor- 
tant as any and perhaps of the great- 
est importance. All higher animals re- 
quire light.

One would think that the fact is so 


perfectly manifest that It would not 
be necessary to mention it, but that It 
is necessary to mention it can be.prov- 
ed to any one who visits a number of 
dairy farms in 'this vicinity and on ei- 
ther side of the state line.

Money In Scrub Cattle. 


A herd of scrub cows were bought by 


the Kansas college without regard to 
*heir value for the dairy and produced 
in a year, at creamery prices, milk 
worth $37.75 per cow. The skjmmilk 
calves which were fattened brought 
an average of .$40 each when marketed 
at about a year old, says Professor H. 
M. Cottrell. This shows a gross in- 
come In a year from a scrub cow and a 
scrub calf of $77.75, when both cow 
and calf are pushed, the cow's milk 
sold and the calf raised on skhnmilk. 
The. best cow in the scrub herd pro- 
duced milk In a year worth, at cream- 
ery prices, $60.88. The best calf in.the

In churns in which 
the agitation is brought about by 
means of paddles the grain of the first 
particles of butter formed is very like- 
ly to be spoiled and the-finished prod- 
uct injured^ that extent. The box or 
barrel churn should be rotated, so as 
to obtain the maximum amount of con- 
cussion of the particles of cream upon 
one another and not fas.t enough to 
cause the cream to take up the same ro- 
tary motion us the churn itself—that is, 
it should dash from end to end at each 
rotation of the churn. Chum at least 
twice a week, but better three or more 
times. No exact temperature can be 
given at which to churn. The cream 
should be churned at such a tempera- 
ture that the butter will "break" or 
"come" in from thirty-five or forty 
minutes. Churning should b<s contin- 
ued until the buttermilk has a thin, 
bluish appearance. 
This should oc- 


cur, however, while the butter is* still 
in the granular form.

The churn should-be stopped as soon 


as tlie butter, granules are-the size, of 
wheat grains and tho buttermilk drawn 
pffl, says New England Homestead. 
Add enough salt water at a tempera- 
ture of 50 to 55 degrees to nicely cover 
the butter, then .put on tho churn cover 
nnd revolve the churn twice. Draw off 
the water and repeat the process once 
or twice until the water runs away 
clear. 


Allow the butter to drain a. few min- 


utes, then take from the churn, weigh 
It, add tlie necessary quantity of salt, 
work on a worker just enough to thor- 
oughly Incorporate the salt and no 
more, nnd then print. Have your cream 
at a temperature of 55 to GO degrees

WASHINGTON, Doc. 2.—The ytlnited. 


States supreme! court today rendered'a 
decision in the case of Emil J. Pepke, vs. 
the ' United States. This is the case 
known as the "fourteen,diamond 
rings 


case," and involves the constitutionality 
of imposition of customs duties upon 
merchandise brought into-the United 
States from the Philippines after the ex- 
ecution of the peace treaty with Spain. 
The opinion was handed down by Chief 
Justice Fuller. 


The opinion was adverse to the claims 


of the government on the ground that 
the Philippine islands were, at the time 
the rings were brought, American prop- 
erty. Ceasing to be foreign territory, 
they 'became domestic territory, he 
said. 


The decision in the DeLima Porto 


Rican cases were cited at length and . it 
was held that the resolution adopted by 
congress concerning the Philippines were 
not sufficient to change the situation. 


The case went to the supreme court 


from Chicago, where the lower court de- 
cided adversely to Pepke, a soldier who 
had come from the Philippines with cerr 
tain diamond rings"'he 
bought there. 


They were seized bjr a customs officer on 
the ground that no duty had been paid 
on them and the case, Avent.to the dis- 
trict court of northern Illinois. The de- 
cision reverses this court. 
SECOND. DOOLEY' CASE, DECISION 


S USTAINS GOVERN MENT. 


'! jyASJUNGTON,; Dec. 2.—The United 
States supreme court today decided the 
second of :the Dooley cases, involving the 
constitutionality of the law of April 12 
providing' for the collection of duty on 
articles shipped from the United States 
into Porto Rico. The decison was ren- 
dered by Justice Brown, and sustains 
the government. 


The chief justice and Justices Haiian, 


Brewer and Pcckham united in a dis- 
senting opinion 
in the Dooley case, 


which was handed down by the chief 
justice. They held that the duty impos- 
ed was export in character and that the 
fact that it was levied for the benefit of 
Porto Rico did not change its character.

cine has two genuine cases of smallpox," 
said Dr. Wingate, president of the state 
board of health, to a Journal represen- 
tative jtist after he had visited the home 
of James Thompson, 1110 Eighth street., 
about five o'clock yesterday. 


Dr. Wingate was summoned to this 


city by trie local members of the board 
of health. He was givenvthe symptoms 
vl the case by phone and in consequence 
decided to make the investigation, com- 
ing-to this city from Milwaukee yester- 
day afternoon. lie spent some time with 
local physicians diagnosing the case and 
then pronounced it smallpox. 


"While the case is in a modified form, 


it is surely a case of the loathsome dis- 
ease. The mother is also suffering with 
the same ailment. Inside of eight days 
every member of the family will prob- 
ably be taken down. The three months 
old child, while a victim of the disease, 
js not dangerously ill and is doing as 
well as could be expected under the cir- 
cumstances. I asked the mother how 
she was 
feeling. She complained of 


backache, some headache and was nau- 
seous, every symptom of the 
malady. 


There is no doubt but that she has small- 
pox. She is not very ill, though," con- 
tinued the doctor in his talk to the re- 
porter. 


"Would you recommend a pest house, 


doctor?" asked the reporter. 


•"Every city ought to have an isola- 


tion hospital/' lie replied. "The condi- 
tions in an isolation hospital are much 
better than in a liou.se and there is not 
as much danger of the malady spreading 
in an institution of that kind as there 
is in a private home, although every 
precaution should be taken no matter 
where 
the disease breaks out. The 


house, and all of its occupants should be 
placed in quarantine until all traces of 
the disease has been eradicated.'"'
